I. Claims 1-17, drawn to A catalyst support comprising a support with 
hydroxyl groups, capping agent comprising a boron containing Lewis acid 
and an ionic activator wherein at least some of the capping agent does 
not form a support bound activator, classified in class 502, subclass 100. 

II. Claims 18-38, drawn to A catalyst system comprising a catalyst support 
comprising hydroxyl groups, capping agent comprising boron containing 
Lewis acid and ionic activator wherein at least some of the capping agent 
does not form a support bound activator, classified in class 502, subclass 
102. 

III. Claims 39-43, drawn to An addition polymerization process wherein one or 
more addition polymerizable monomers are contacted with a catalyst 
system under addition polymerization conditions, classified in class 570, 
subclass 231. 

IV. Claims 44-49, drawn to A process to make a catalytic support, classified in 
class 502, subclass 104. 

V. Claims 50-58, drawn to A catalyst support comprising the result of the 
combination of a support comprising hydroxyl groups and a capping agent 
comprising boron and an ionic activator wherein at least some of the 
capping agent does not form a support bound activator using resolved 
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luminescence and emission energy testing methods, classified in class 
502, subclass 87. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions IV and I are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(0). In the instant case the support may be made by a materially 
different process such as using an ionic activator where the capping agent forms a 
support bound activator rather than free activator as claimed. 

Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations. The subcombination has separate utility such as a zeolite composition or 
can be used with a Ziegler Natta type catalyst rather than a metallocene catalyst as 
claimed. 

Inventions I and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
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the instant case the different inventions an addition polymerization process and a 
catalyst support are not related because they have different functions, because the 
function of an addition polymerization process is to produce an addition polymer and 
the function of a catalyst support is to merely support a catalyst composition. 

Inventions I and V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions have different effects in that the catalyst 
support of invention V requires the use of resolved luminescence and emission energy 
and invention I does not require the luminescence or emission energy testing. 

Inventions II and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product as 
claimed can be used in a materially different process of using the catalyst system 
product such as polyethylene polymerization rather than addition polymerization. 

Inventions II and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
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the instant case the different inventions have different functions. The process of 
making a catalytic support and a catalyst system are unrelated. 

Inventions II and V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions are not useable together the catalyst system 
uses a different support than that claimed in invention V and therefore are not related. 

Inventions III and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions are not useable together. An addition 
polymerization process does not require the particulars of the process of making a 
catalytic support, only use of a catalyst composition. 

Inventions III and V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions are not useable together. The addition 
polymerization process does not require the particulars of a catalyst support which is 
the result of using resolved luminescence and emission energy. 

Inventions IV and V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
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operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions are not disclosed as capable of use together. 
The process of invention IV does not require the use of emission energy or resolved 
luminescence whereas the catalyst support of invention V requires the use of emission 
energy and resolved luminescence.
